But one thing 
more I would ask of her : to remind the people of their 
personal responsibility to the restoring and maintaining of 
good government, based on the traditional interpretation of 
our Constitution.

The complete television presentation might consist of a 
series of weekly programs, of say one half hour duration, 
which would continue until all the material had been covered.

The "Christian Ant i -Communism Crusade" might be willing 
to organize or supervise such a school. 

Two of my reasons for suggesting the school are as follows: 

1. It is nearly impossible to diagnose the symptoms 
of, and exact a cure for, a disease when we do 
not know its nature. 

2. Having been armed with the true knowledge of 
Communism, man can put away the fears which have 
reduced him to a state of inaction, demoralization 
and irresponsibility {characteristics not found in 
our predecessors) and then he will be able to rise 
once again to the call of freedom. 

I do not believe the idea set down in this letter is a 
cure -all for the ills of the world, but it might provide a 
fresh approach to the problem. 
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If in your jiB^ement this scheme has suf JKient merit, 
would you please do what you can to bring it to fruition?

Your letter of Dec. 30,1960, and the literature concerning Coinraunism 
were well received and appreciated. O 

I am vice-chairman of a study group under the auspices of the . Christian— 
Anti-Comm u nism Crusade wh ich I mentioned in my last letter. This group, I 
am happy 1 t6 state, is now up to twenty seven members from my own, and other 
churches in the immediate area. Vfe have had seven meetings of an eighteen 
meeting schedule to educate ourselves iyy means of tapes, films, and systematic 
reading. Now the demand is growing for the chairman and myself to spend time 
assisting other such groups to get under way. We will conduct two such sessions 
this week, and will send tapes and instructions along with another member to 
a third potential group. I relate these facts to you to assure you of what 
seems to be a ground swell of interest and determination among evangelical 
Christians in this area. 

The articles you contributed to "Christianity Today" were exactly the type 
of message needed to convince the Christian that this is his fight, and I wouM I 
like to have fifty to one hundred copies to use in my work. If you can direct/ ' 1 
me to a source for these, I can direct our secretary to order them. I refer ^"H 
specifically to " Red Goals and Christian Ideals ", Communist Propaganda and the 
Christian Pulpit", and "Soviet Rule or Christian Renewal". 

I am frequently asked the question, "What can we do?" I generally counter 
this with a reminder that we must become educated in the subject before we can 
be effective, and certainly seven meetings do not constitute an adequate study. 
Again, to a christian, the responsibility of Christ's commission is perfectly 
clear, and our need to be local mi ssion aries is obvious. In addition to this, 
I would appreciate any suggestions you might have concerning direct action as 
regards effectively being aware of legislative threats which we might actively 
combat through our congressmen, or any other such activity of practical value.

•there was no manifestation of it whatsoever, If anything, 
their tears on behalf of the Rosenbergs flowed more freely. 
- Their agony became more intense. To us they were utter 
.hypocrites, but not to themselves, The execution of the 
Rosenbergs was an act that would retard Communist 
world conquest. Therefore, it was an evil act. Therefore, 
the Rosenbergs were guiltless.

Dr. Schwarz. There is nothing inconsistent in their

Dr. Schwarz. Uunfortunately, I know of none. I 
jiiihiow of no monolithic, conscious, dedicated, directive

Mr. Arens, I would like to ask you, before you get 
to your second point, if there is a fallacy in undertaking 
to appraise the strength of the world Communist move- 
ment in terms of numbers? 

Dr. Schwarz. A very definite fallacy involved,

Dr. Schwarz, Because it is trying to determine the 
validity of the hull of the boat by relating the area of 
the holes to the area which is sound, One hole can sink 
the ship, Communism is the theory of the disciplined few 
controlling and directing the rest.

I believe that communism should be taught in 
the educational system, hut 1 believe it should be 
taught with a moral directive, in the same way that 
a medical student is taught that cancer it evil, that 
luberculos'iB it evil anil education about them ia 
directed to their elimination and defeat. I think the 
teaching of communism without a moral directive 
can be very dangerous. Teaching it with a moral 
directive, should emphasize the basic foundation! of 
American civilization, revealing the enemy threaten- 
ing their destruction, the erroneous beliefs leading 
the Communists to undertake the destruction of free- 
dom,,ine methods by which they propose to destroy, 
and what must be done to defeat them. If it is pre- 
sented without moral direction, it appears simply as 
an alternative economic system with certain superior 
virtues, This hat frequently been done In the past 
and instead of opposing communism, it tends to 
recruit to communism. 

I believe there it a great problem before the 
American people i to provide education with a moral 
dynamic that reveals communism as a rationale of 
murder and lying and the destruction of freedom. 
It it totally immoral, and mental and emotional bar- 
riers against it should be erected in the minds of the

Seeing this movie has motivated me to write letters to my Congressman 
and to the President directly. However, my first reaction to this movie 
was one of very definite 'depression. I feel that the movie makes a very 
strong case for the strength of Communism and the inevitability of its 
overtaking of the world. I feel this movie makes a weak case for the 
possibility of the United States to stem this tide. This may be a flaw 
in the production of the movie. I wonder if you could confirm for me 
the background of this organization and whether or not it is supported 
or encouraged by any Communist or anti-capitalistic organizations or if 
any of its offices or key personnel are known to be members or sympathizers 
with Communism.
